GETTING ABOARD THE 
FASCISTA EXPRESS. 

Since MussoLini started to drive his 
Fascista expresea train over Italy last 
October several cars have attached 
themselves to it: : 

First, the Liberal Democratic “ car- 
ronoso” with rinning géar miuch in 
need of repairs managed, after several 
false ¢ouplings, to secure a doubtful 
hold, while its passengers tried_more or 
less ‘successfully to invade the Pullmans 
ahead. Next was the “carraccio” of 
the Popular Party, which, having in 
vain tried to run on a converging line 
and nérrowly’ escaped a‘wreck at the 
junction, lost ite engineer, Don Sturzo, 
and just. managed to attach itseif 
through the efforts of. its mast aristo- 
etatic passengers. And now, at last, 
we have the Socialist “carropiezza.” 
This, having been badly damaged in 
numerous collisions by which it had at-. 
tempted to dispute ‘the right of way, 
found itself so badly wrecked that, with 
repairs for the time impossible, it. was 
left on a siding. But its more rational 
passengers quickly constructed’ a new 
car, which they have named the Gironda, 
and had it ready just in time as the 
express dashed by. ae 

The adhésion of the Liberal Demo-

THE SOVIET CONSTITUTION. 


“In Section 7 of today’s Timms will be 
found the fall text of the Constitution of 
the Union. of Socialist Soviet Republics, 
inte “which ‘Bolshevist Russia has been 
transformed. It is an entertaining ex- 
ercige in the ,construction of intricate 
and refined governmental organization, 
though its practical interest may be 
‘ somewhat lessened by the fact that. 
its . structure cortesponds. but very 
slightly to that of the actual organism 
by which Red Russia is managed. So 
long asthe Union includes merely the 
remains of the old Russian Empire this 
is nét of mach importance; but the Con- 
stitution apparently leaves the way open 
fer any State which adopts the Soviet 
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to an end what he calls “the savage and 
abominable practice of lynching.” Mary- 
land has a large colored: population, but 
in his campaign last Fal] Mr. Bruce 
made no especial appeal to negro. voters. 
After his election he did state that ‘no 
negroes who had voted for him would 
have any “reasonable cause” to.regret 
having done so. Nor will the country 
have cause to regret the choice of the 
new Senator if, when in ‘office, he dis- 
plays as much cléar-headedness and 
vigor in the maintenance of sound prin- 
ciples as he does in the presént' defining 
of his position:

He believés that this Federal 
measure would certainly be held uncon- 
stitational; arid, in addition, he is 
suaded that if it were enacted and the 
attempt made to enforce it, the result 
would be-to irritate and inflame senti- 
ment in the various. States, so that in 
all probability it would do more harm 
than good. The true remedy, in Mr. 
Bruce’s opinion, is ation by the States 
to stamp out lynching: -He would have 
leading’ men in ‘the ‘South, both white 
and colored, unite in demanding from 
the Legislatures a law imposing severe 
penalties upon all “public servants con- 


gerned with ™ stration of jus- 
tice vin sivalit ities af san to aie 
any man or woman threatened with 
lynching. Thig should be followed up, 
Mr. Bruce declares, by a statute levying 
a heavy money fine, for the benefit of 
the victim’s family, upon! the community 
_in which a lynching takes place. The 
new Senator from Maryland points to 
Virginia as a State which has made her- 
self a modél through reform of her 
criminal procedure and by a firm use of 
the militia in putting down lynching. 
In that Commonwealth, thus using en- 
lightened and “humane methods, lynch- 
ing has become as rare as it is in most 
Northern States. 

No distussion of the negro question 
and of lynching can fail to take note of 
the activities of the Ku Klux Klan. On 
this subject, too, Senator Brice speaks 
out with refreshing directness and force. 
He promises that whatever influence hé 
may_have -will be thrown against the
